The plan was supposed to have been presented to the top commanders 
of East Germany's police force in a secret meeting in Silesia. 

"But though the Red Army is reportedly masterminding the coup, 
Russia is supposed to remain officially aloof and pretend to be a 
disinterested neutral. 

"General Bedell Smith, chief of Central Intelligence, considered 
f the report so important that he delivered it personally to General 
Omar Bradiey, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, However, other 
intelligence experts point out that thfe Communists seldom telegraph 
a major move, and that intelligence leaks are often deliberate,"
